Student  Faculty  Council  Returns  to  the 
Auburn  Academic  Arena

Student  Faculty  Council  is  an 
on-campus  committee  where  students 
and  staff  can  discuss  problems  in  an 
open  environment.  It  is  made  up  of 
class  presidents,  SFC  representatives, 
the  ASB  president  and  vice  presi¬ 
dents,  as  well  as  two  ASB  sponsors, 
the  principal  and  vice-principal,  and 
both  head  deans.  The  council  should 
meet  monthly  to  discuss  and  vote  on 
recommending  changes  that  it  sees  fit. 
Rainier  Echoes  recently  brought  SFC 
and  the  fact  that  it  had  not  been  meet¬ 
ing  regularly  for  the  past  two  years  to 
the  attention  of  Mr.  Fackenthall  and 
Mrs.  Kobberstad. 

When  asked  what  she  values  the 
most  about  SFC,  ASB  president  McK¬ 
enna  Butler  said,  “The  opportunity  to 
express  concerns  from  the  students’ 
points  of  view."  By  digging  around 
some  of  the  changes  that  have  been 
made  by  SFC  over  the  years  were 


discovered. 

In  the  late  '90s,  students  want¬ 
ed  fresh  pineapple  at  the  cafeteria 
every  day  and  for  every  meal.  SFC 
discussed  it  and  voted  for  it.  They 
presented  the  idea  to  the  cafeteria 
staff  and  it  was  accepted.  While  this 
was  a  very  simple  request,  SFC  is  the 
reason  it  became  a  reality. 

A  more  controversial  change  that 
SFC  brought  about  was  getting  rid  of 
the  2-4  rule.  The  2-4  rule  stated  that, 
in  the  cafeteria,  there  had  to  always 
be  two  girls  and  four  boys  or  two  boys 
and  four  girls  at  a  table.  SFC  voted 
to  get  rid  of  the  2-4  rule,  and  it  was 
accepted.  This  rule  being  overturned 
came  as  a  surprise  to  many  people  at 
the  time. 

SFC  has  made  a  difference  in  the 
past  and  is  now  able  to  make  a  differ¬ 
ence  again. 


Student  Faculty  Council  meeting  to  discuss  the  cell  phone  rule  and  4 SB  Constitution 
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Plans  for  Faster  Wifi

Auburn’s  internet  is  slow  and  un¬ 
reliable,  something  every  student  at 
Auburn  knows.  Flowever,  most  stu¬ 
dents  don’t  know  that  the  Ad  Building 
has  only  had  wifi  since  2015.  The  IT 
department  set  up  a  makeshift  net¬ 
work  for  the  student  body,  but  this 
network  can  no  longer  handle  the 
current  amount  of  internet  traffic.  This 
increase  in  traffic  has  been  causing 
the  slowness  and  unreliability  that 
everyone  is  sick  and  tired  of. 

This  year  Auburn  has  established 
a  plan  to  bring  the  school’s  technolo¬ 
gy  into  the  modem  world.  The  plan  is 
long-term,  however  the  students  have 
been  assured  that  they  will  see  a  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  near  future.  Mr.  Williams 
has  been  behind  the  plan  to  modern¬ 
ize  Auburn's  technology,  and  already 
has  several  years  of  plans  ready  to  put 
in  motion.  These  plans  include,  rewir¬ 
ing  the  entire  Ad  Building  with  new  and 
organized  Ethernet  cables,  an  all-new 
server  room,  and  more  broadband 
from  Comcast  {which  will  result  in  a 
faster  connection). 


Another  plan  in  the  works  is  to 
have  a  new  wireless  access  point  in 
each  room.  These  should  be  able  to 
handle  200  people  at  once,  which 
would  be  a  big  improvment  consid¬ 
ering  the  traditional  ones  which  are 
currently  spread  throughout  the  school 
can  only  handle  around  50  people  per 
station.  This  should  finally  give  every 
student  and  teacher  a  reliable  and 
fast  connection  to  the  internet,  and 
should  also  make  the  computer  labs 
much  more  useable.  The  labs  will  also 
be  improved  so  that  the  students  can 
type  and  print  without  the  computer 
crashing  or  breaking.

Despite  this  win,  they 
missed  the  playoffs  and  ended  the 
season  with  a  record  of  five  wins  to 
seven  losses. 

This  was  also  the  first  year  of 
Auburn’s  girl’s  soccer  team.  They  had 
a  strong  first  season,  ending  with  a 
record  of  three  wins  to  three  losses. 

Auburn’s  fall  sports  had  a  success¬ 
ful  season,  now  that  they  are  over  the 
athletics  program  will  continue  on  to 
basketball.

Auburn’s  phone  policy  was 
changed  recently  in  response  to  an  in¬ 
crease  in  students  using  their  phones 
wrongfully.  Mr.  Fackenthall  and  some 
faculty  members  felt  that  the  school 
needed  a  stricter  policy,  as  a  result  we 
have  the  current  phone  policy.  These 
rules  are  Auburn’s  working  policy, 
however  they  are  open  to  revision 
moving  forward. 

The  new  rules  are  a  “starting  point" 
according  to  Mr.  Fackenthall,  and  he 
is,  "looking  forward  to  running  (the 
phone  policy)  through  the  staff  and 
Student  Faculty  Council.”  If  change 
is  going  to  come,  it  seems  as  though 
SFC  meetings  are  the  avenue  it  will 
come  through. 


An  SFC  meeting  would  have  also 
been  an  ideal  place  for  the  staff  to  talk 
through  the  phone  rule  change  before 
it  was  announced.  Mr.  Fackenthall 
said,  “I  feel  I  acted  too  quickly,”  in 
reference  to  the  phone  policy,  and  this 
could  have  been  avoided  by  bringing  it 
through  SFC. 

The  main  reason  it  wasn’t  brought 
through  SFC  is  that  Mr.  Fackenthall 
didn’t  even  know  about  SFC,  Rainier 
Echoes  considered  running  an  edito¬ 
rial  on  the  phone  policy  and  SFC  last 
month,  however  it  wasn't  up  to  our 
publishing  standards.  It  still  served  a 
purpose,  however,  through  alerting  Mr. 
Fackenthall  of  SFC  which  lead  to  its 
revival,  (continued  on  page  4)

sively  moving  forward,  and  I  hope  that 
we,  as  students,  can  convince  the  staff 
to  loosen  the  phone  rules.

-In  1969  Auburn  had  560 
students,  making  it  the  largest 
SDA  boarding  high  school  in  North 
America. 

-Banquets  used  to  be  held  in 
the  cafeteria. 

-The  woods  class  in  1 964-65 
decided  to  build  5  houses  for  fac¬ 
ulty  members  as  a  class  project. 

-In  2003,  the  girls  dorm  burned 
down.  The  new  girls  dorm,  Grace 
Hall,  is  not  named  after  a  person. 

It  received  its  name  “so  we  never 
forget  God’s  amazing  grace  shown 
to  Auburn  in  the  events  surround¬ 
ing  the  fire.” 

-In  1938,  a  furniture  factory 
opened  on  campus  and  provid¬ 
ed  work  for  80  students.  There, 
students  made  dressers,  tables, 
chairs,  and  other  furniture.  It 
burned  down  in  1942,  was  rebuilt, 
and  then  burned  again  in  1951. 

-In  1967,  a  company  called 
Harris  Pine  took  over  the  factory 
and  continued  providing  work  for 
students  so  they  could  pay  off 
their  school  bill.  It  closed  in  1986.
